S an F r a n c isc o . September 16th.—Judge 
Sawyer, ot the United States Circuit Court, 
this m orning rendered his decision in the 
habeas corpus case of David Nagle. 
A 
large number o f attorneys and spectators 
were present, am ong the latter being sev­ 
eral ladies, w ho occupied seats in the jury- 
box. 
The attorneys of record in the case were 
John T. Carey. United States Attorney, 
Richard S. Mesick, Sam uel M. W ilson, \V. 
F. Herrin. W . L. Dudley, H . C. McPike, 
C. L Ackerm an, J. C. Campbell, for the 
petitioner; G. A. Johnson. Attorney-Gen­ 
eral State of California. J. P . Langhorne, 
Avery C. W hite, District Attorney San 
Joaquin county, Cal., for respondent. 
Tne reading of the opinion occupied 
upward of an hour. 
A synopsis is as fol­ 
lows : 
The petitionsr has sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus, returnable before this Court, alleging 
that; be is unlawfully deprived of his liberty 
and imprisoned by virtue of a warrant issued 
by a Justieeof the Peace of San Joaquin county, 
iu this State, charging him with a felonious 
homicide, whilst the act there characterized 
was a lawful act, performed iu discharge of his 
duties as an officer of the United States, and the 
(list question presented is w hether this Court 
has jurisdiction to inquire Into the truth of that 
allegation. 
s to the question of jurisdiction, Section 751, 
R. S , provides that “The Supreme Court and 
the Circuit and District Courts shall have power 
to issue writs of habeas corpus;” aud Section 
752 further provides that “The several Justices 
and Judges of the sa d Courts, within tbeir re­ 
spective jurisdictions, shall have the power to 
issue writs of habeas corpus, for the purpose of 
au inquiry into the cause ol restraint ot liberty ' 
There is no limit to the jurisdiction of these 
Courts and Judges to inquire into the restraint 
ot liberty of any person, in these provisions. 
But Section 753 prescribes some limitations, 
among which is “that the writ shall not extend 
to a prisoner in jail, unless 
* 
* 
* 
he is 
In custody for au act doue or committed in pur- 
suauce of a law ot the United Stares, or of an 
order, or decree of aCouit thereof; or in custody 
in violation of the Constitution or of a law or 
treaty of the United States,” and this legislation, 
in the language of the Chief Justice, in Me- 
Ardle’s case. 6 Wal., 325-26, iu commenting upon 
the same provision in a prior act, “is of the most 
comprehensive character. It brings within the 
habeas corpus jurisdiction of every court and of 
every Judge, every possible case of priva ion ot 
liberty, contrary to the Natronal Constitution, 
treaties or laws. 
Ir is impossible to widen this 
jurisdiction ” 
And again in Ex Parte Koyall, 
117 U. S., 249, the Supreme Court says: “a s the 
judicial power of the Nation extends to all 
cases arising under the Constitution, the laws 
and treaties of the United States, as the privilege 
of the writs of habeas corpus cannot be sus 
pended unless wheu in cases of rebellion or i-i 
vasion, the pub;ic safety mav require 
it; 
and as Congress has power to pass ail “law s 
necessary a nd proper to carry into execution 
the powers vested by the Constitution iu the 
Government of the United States, or in anv 
department or officer thereof, no doubt can e x ­ 
ist as to the power of Congress thus to enlarge 
the jurisdiction of the Co rts ol the Union, aud 
of their Justices and Judges 
That the peti­ 
tioner is held under the authority of a State 
cannot affect the question of the power or juris­ 
diction of the Circuit Court to inquire into the 
cause of his commitment, and to discharge him 
if he be restrained of his liberty in violation of 
the Constitution. The Grand Jurors who found 
the indictment, the Court inio which it was re­ 
turned, and by whose order he was arrested, 
and the officer who holds him in custody, arc 
all, equally with citizens, under a duty, from 
the discharge of whi h the State could not re­ 
lea e them, to respect and obey the supreme 
law of the land, anything in tire Constitution 
and laws of any State to the contrary notwith­ 
standing.’ And lhat equal power does not be- 
longtothe Courts aud Judges of the several 
States; that they cannot under any authority 
conferred by the States, discharge fr'un custody 
persons held by authority of the Courts of the 
Un ted States, or ol Commissioners oi such 
Couits, or by officers of the General Government 
acting under its laws, rc.-ults from the suprem­ 
acy ot the Constitution and laws ol the United 
States. (Ablemau vs. Booth, 21 How.. 506; Tar- 
ble’s case. 13 Wal., 397: Robb vs. Connollv, ill 
U.S., 624 ) , 
“ We are, therefore, of opinion that the ( ircuit 
Court has jurisdiction upon writ of habeas cor­ 
pus to inquire into tbe cause of appellant's com 
mitment, and to discharge him if he be held in 
custody in violation of the Constitution.” 
In the exercise of this jurisdiction there is no 
conflict between the authoritv of the State and 
of the United Slates. 
I he State in such cases is 
subordinate and the National Government par­ 
amount. “The Constitution and laws of the 
United S ates are the supreme law of the laud, 
aud to these every citizen of eveiy State owes 
obedience, wire'her In his individual or official 
capacity.’ (Siebold's case, 100 U S., 392; see also 
Tm Lessee vs. Davis, HO U. S., 257-58, 1‘.) 
This Court, then, has jurisdiction to inquire 
upon this writ into the cause of the impnson- 
ment of the petitioner, and if, upon such in­ 
quiry, he is found to be “in custody for an act 
done or omitted in pursuance of a law of the 
United S ates,” then he is in custody in viola­ 
tion of the Constitution and laws of the United 
Sta'es, and he is entitled tobe discharged, no 
matter (rom whom or under what authoritv 
the process under which he is held mav have 
issued—the Constitution and laws of the United 
States made in pursuance thereof beiugthe su­ 
preme law of the land. 
It is, there ore, only necessary to inquire and 
ascertain whether Ihe petitioner is in custody 
for an act done iu pursuance of a law o the 
United States iu order to dispose of the case. 
A fter re a rin g at length th e character o f 
th e hom icide th e C oart says: 
There are numerous cases reported iu the 
books where parlies arrested for offenses under 
the Slate laws for acts performed in the dis­ 
charge of du ies imposed by the laws of the 
United States have been discharged from im- 
prisonmen- on habeas corpus by the United 
Srates Courts, in consonance with these princi 
pits now so authoritatively established by the 
Supreme Court ot the United States iu the eases 
ein d aud othe s in the same line. 
Thus, iu cx parte Jenkins and others, Deputy 
United States Marsh ils, who w er. arrested on 
the warrant oi a Justice of the Peace in Pennsyl­ 
vania, for shooting and wounding a negro who 
resisted sn arrest attempted under a warrant is­ 
sued by the United states Courts for a fugitive 
slave, Mr. Justice Greer of the United States 
Supreme Court, took jurisdiction and discharged 
the petitioners, under the Act of 1835, since 
carried into the Revised Statutes, as part of Sec­ 
tion "53, under which this case arises 
Alter 
their discharge th ty were arrested again, in a 
suit by a negro for trespass, upon a warrant is­ 
sued by a Judge of the Supreme Court of Penn­ 
sylvania, and 
again discharged on habeas 
corpus by the United states Circuit Couit. After 
this they were indicted lor the shooting and 
wounding of the negro by the Grand Jury of 
Luzerne county, and a third time released on 
habeas corpus. 
In ex parte Robinson, Mr. Justice McLean 
held that, “a writ of habeas corpus may issue 
to relieve an officer of the Ful- ral Government 
who has been imprisoned tor the perlormanee 
of his duty ” (6 M clean, 355.) 
In the course 
of the decision, the learned Justice observes : 
“It is a genera! priuciple of law, to which I 
know of no exception, that the laws of eve y 
Government shall be construed by itself: and 
such construction is acted upon by the judiciary 
of a 1 other countries. 
By the Federal Consti­ 
tution, the judicial power of the United States 
is declared to be vested in one Supreme Court, 
and in such inferior Courts as the Congress 
may fr m time to time ord¡ r aLd establish. 
Under this provision, tlie judiciary of the Union 
gives the construction ot the law- which is ob­ 
ligatory upon the State tribunal?. The Con­ 
stitution again declares, ’the Constitution aud 
laws of the United States, which shall be made 
iu pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or 
which shall be made under the authority of the 
Uuited States, shall be tbe supreme law of the 
land, and the Judges iu every State shall be 
bouud thereby, any thing in the Constitution 
or laws of any State to the contrary notwith­ 
standing.” ' (Id. 362.) Thu--, it is the exclu­ 
sive prerogative of the National Courts, to 
finally determine whether an act performed by 
one of the officers of the United States, and 
especially an officer of the Court itself, is “done 
• * * in pursuance of a law of the United 
States,” or whether cheu under arrest for uets 
performed io connection with his office, he is 
"in custody in violation of the Cou-litutinn or 
of a law ot the United States.” 
(2 Abb., £6‘>.) 
The only remaining questions to determine 
are: 
1. Was the homicide, now in question, com- 
m ibed by petitioner while acting iu the dis­ 
charge of a duty Imposed upon him by the 
Constitution or taws r f the United States, with­ 
in tbe mending of Stctiou 753 of the Revised 
Statutes'.' 
2. Was the homicide necessary, or was it rea 
sonnbly apparent to the mind oi the petitioner, 
nt the time and under the circumstances tiren 
existing, that the killing was necessary in order 
to a full and complete discharge of such duty ? 
After a loi-g review o f the duties of Mar­ 
shals, and of coi.stitution&l provisions, the 
decision concludes as follows: 
After mature consideration we have readied 
the conclusion thst the homicide in question 
was commuted by petitioner while acting in the 
discharge ot a duty imposed upon hha bv the 
Constitution and taws of Ihe United Stales, 
within the meaning of the provisions ofSeciion 
758 of the Revised Statutes. 
It only remain* to in .uire. secondly, was the 
homicide necessary, or was it reasonably appa­ 
rent to ihe mind of the petitioner, at the time 
and under the circumstances ¡hen existing ttist 
the killing w m necessary in order to a full and 
complete discharge of such duty. 


The answer to this proposition is really iu 
eluded in the answer to the las’, but we desire 
to make some observations bearing especially 
upon it. 
The Attorney-General and counsel for the 
state declined to discuss the question as to 
whether the homicide was justifiable, because, 
in their view, this is a question solely tor the 
State Courts, the case, as claimed by them, not 
teing within the ptovi-lousof Section 7 8 of the 
Revised Statutes, aud therefore not within the 
jurisdiction of this Court. Holding, as we do, 
that the case falls within those provision*, so far 
as the pelitiouer was authorized to act by the 
Constitution and laws of the t utted Stans it 
becomes necessary to de ermine whether the 
homicide was justifiable, for, if it was malicious 
or reekle-s, without any reasonably apparent 
necessity iu order to fultv aud properly perform 
his duty of protecting Justice Field, then i- was 
au act performed bevond and cutsidc his dutv 
aud he is amennble to t e State Courts. 
The facts set forth in (he petition and in the 
traverse to the return of the Sheriff are fit ly 
proved by the testimony, and whether we de­ 
termine the case upon demurrer to the Inverse, 
or upon the w hole case, as presented in the 
record aud evidence, the result mu-t be the 
same. 
It is unnecessary to repeat the facts in fuff. 
when the deceased left bis seat, some thirty 
lcet distant, walked stealthily d.*wn the 
in the rear of Justice Field aud deali the un­ 
suspecting jurist two preliminary blows, doubt­ 
less by wav of reminding him that the tirre for 
itngfa.nce had, at lakt. come. Justice Field was 
already at the traditional “ w air of the law 
He was sitting auietly at a table, back to the 
assailant, eating his breakfast the side opposite 
being occupied by other passengers, some of 
whom were w’cmeu, similarly engaged. Wheu 
m a dazed condition, he finally Rwoke to the 
reality of the situation, and saw*the giant form 
ot the deceased with arm drawn back for a 
final mortal blow, there was no time to get un­ 
der or over the table—had the law absurdly re­ 
quired under auv circumstances such a perform­ 
ance for his justification. Nagle could not seek

w ithout 
abaiidoniug his charge to certain death When 
theretoie, he sprang to his t.et aud orifd. 
‘ atop ! I am an officer," aud saw the powerful 
arm of the deceased drawn back 
for 
the 
final 
deadly stroke 
instantly 
chango its 
direction to his left breast, apparently seeking 
bis favorite weapon, the knife, ami at the same 
time hea d the suppressed growl of recogni­ 
tion of tbe man who, with the aid of half 
a dozen others, had finally succeeded in disarm­ 
ing mm of his kuife at the O ’urt-room a vear 
before, the supreme moment had come—or at 
least, with abundant reason, he thought so and 
fired the fatal shot. The testimony all concurs 
m showing this to b? the state of facto, a id tiw 
almost universal concensus cf public opinion ot 
the United States, as mirrored in the pres . rest­ 
ing upon rt ports no more favorable to petitioner 
than the evidence token in the case, justifies 
the act. On tha: occasion a second, or two sec­ 
onds signified at least two valuable lives and a 
icasonable degree of prudence would justify a 
shot one or two seconds too soon, ratuer than a 
fra tion ot a second too late. 
We have seen some adverse criticism upon the 
action of petitioner, attributed to quarters ordi- 
uanly entitled to consideration and reaped. 
*<ut it is uot for scholarly gentlemen, of humane 
and peaceful iustincts, gentlemen who, iu all 
probability, never iu their lives saw a desperate 
man of herculean proportioi s and rireugth in 
murderous actiou—it is i ot fjr them, sitting 
secu ely in their 
libraries, 
three thousand 
miles aw ay, looking backward over tbe scene 
to determine the exact point of time when a 
man m Nagle’s situation should fir * at his as­ 
sailant, iu order to be justified by the law. 'it is 
not tor them to say that the proper time had 
not yet come. To such the proper time would 
never come. Nagle, ou the scene of action, 
lacing the party making a murderous assault' 
knowiug by personal experience his physical 
I-owers and his desperate character; and bv 
general reputation his lifelong habit of carrying 
arms, his readiness to use them, and Iris angry 
murderous threats, and seeing Iris demoniac 
looks, hjsstealthy assault trotn behind, and re­ 
membering the sacred trust committed to his 
charge Nagle, m these trying circumstances 
was the party to determine when the supreme 
moment tor action had come, and i; he honestly 
acted with reasonable judgment n::d discretion 
the law justifies him, even if he erred. But u ho 
wil have the courage to stand up in tire pres­ 
ence ot the .acts developed by tlie testimony in 
this ease, and say he tired the smallest fraction 
of a second too soon. 
In our judgment he acted under the 'ryine 
conditions surrounding him in go d faPh. and 
with consummate courage, judgment and dis- 
cretron. The hom icde »a«. In our opinion, 
clearly justitmb’e in law, and in the forum ot 
sound, practie. 1 common sense, commeudnb'e 
Let the pe ltioner be discharged. 
Sawyer, Circuit Judge, 
Sabin, District Judge.

C h i c a g o , September 10 h — Bishop Fow ­ 
ler, of San Francisco, who has jiret com ­ 
pleted a trip aronnd the globe, this m orn­ 
ing expressed the belief that iu ten years 
hence America would pay for its anti- 
Chinese laws witn the blood ol her citizens. 
Bishop Fowler was at one tim e pastor of 
the Centennial M ethodist Church in this 
city. 
H e occupied the entirs session of 
Methodist m inisters to-day in speaking 
about his observations o f missionary work 
abroad. 
Speaking of the law prohibiting Chinese 
from com ing to America, the Bishop said it 
was the most dastardly and disgusting thing 
America ever did, and he said with a slow 
em phasis which was very im pressive, “it 
w ill be paid for som e day bv the biood of 
som e of America’s best m en.” H e thought 
every American should blush for sham e 
when he thought of the violation o f the 
treaty with China, whereby 
Chinamen 
were refused permi-siuu to' laud on our 
shores. 
“China is not asleep,” he said. 
“They 
talk little, bn' they think. 
Iu som e of the 
interior towns I m et Chinamen who would 
surprise you by their knowledge. 
‘Are 
you allowed to land in China?’ they ask 
‘Yes,’ I replied. ‘Chinamen are not allowed 
to land in America,’ they reply, ‘why are 
you allow ed to com e here? 
One man said 
to m e one day: 
‘I am no Christian or I 
would send you away.’ 
I teli you they are 
thinking and trouble is brewing 
The 
greatest _ Prince in China said to m e one 
day: ‘W e are looking after our hom e in ­ 
terest now. 
Ten years will put China in 
shapeas to her ioterior arrangements. Then 
we w ill look after the outside interests.’ 
“They are m aking great guns and iron­ 
clads and m anning them. 
In ten years the 
conntiy, with one-third of the inhabitants 
of the globe, will be ready to ask what we 
meant by trilling with her treaty.” 
Bishop Fowler referred to Japan as the 
one Spot w h“re mtssionariesjshould be sent 
to. as presenting a greater future than all 
others. 
The work (here, he said, would all 
have io be d me within a few years. 
For 
ho;then people they were in advance o f all 
other countries, and are discussing which 
religion they shall accept, the Lutheran of 
Germany, or Episcopal of 10cgland. 
They 
have decided against the Catholic church. 
The new form ol Japanese governm ent bo 
considered next to that of England which, 
although he was a loyal American, he con- 
sidtred the best in "the world, for it stood 
nearer to the wil! of the people than any 
olher.

Much ill-feeling exists between Ihe dock 
laborers and tbe men w ho took the places 
of tbe strikers, and the former refuse to 
work with them. 
Several eucounters have 
already occurred between them 
The d rk 
com panies have m ade a strong complain! 
to tbe Lord Mayor against the action of i he 
returned strikers. 
The situation is regarded 
so serious that a m eeting of the joint doc as 
com m ittee, the consideration committee 
and the leaders of the strikers hns In-u 
called to convene im m ediately at the Man­ 
sion House. 
A ta m eeting at Poplar to-night Burns 
said the treaty with tlie workmen iiad hi tl 
broken by the subordinate official* of (He 
dock companies, and that unless the agree­ 
m ent with tire men was kept there would 
be another strike.

SENATOR STANFORD AT HIS OLD HOME. 


The late train last evening from San 
Francisco brought to this city very un­ 
expectedly Senator and Mrs. Stanford. 
It 
is their first visit to their old home, 
around which must cluster to them so 
many tender memories, for more than 
four years. 
Of course it is known to all 
our people that affairs of State and bus­ 
iness and profound and sustained engage­ 
ment in the noble work of erecting the 
Leland Stanford Jr. LTniversitv, have so 
absorbed the Senator’s time that it has 
been impossible for him to return, even 
for a day, of late years to the scenes of his 
earlier manhood in the 
Capital city. 
This people, however, well understand 
that Governor Stanford’s affection for Sac­ 
ramento has never suffered diminution. 
It was here that his lamented son, to 
whom he was so intensely attached, was 
born. It was here that the Governor 
made the beginning of those labors that 
resulted in such great achievements as to 
give them national character and make his 
name world-famous. 
It was here that he 
began his political career. 
It was in this 
city that his wife, who has, by her unspar­ 
ing beneficence, related herself to so many 
noble works, became the first lady of the 
State as the wife of the war Governor Cal­ 
ifornia chose from this city. Probably 
around no other place clings tenderer and 
sweeter memories for these two citizens of 
the State than Sacramento. 
It is to be regretted that Senator Stan­ 
ford and his wife can remain but one day 
in a city, the people of which would be 
glad to shew more emphatically than is 
now possible the high esteem in which 
they hold them as pioneer Sacramentaos 
and representative Californians in whom 
they take honegt pride. 
However, though 
the arrival of the Senator was without no­ 
tice, it is gratifying to know that last even­ 
ing, late as was the hour, public-spirited 
citizens arranged for such public welcome 
to be extended to-day, as will testify in a 
simple manner to the sincerity in which 
the distinguished visitors are held by their 
old neighbors. 
Elsewhere will be found 
local mention of the arrangements that 
have been made by the Mayor, President 
of the State Roard of Agriculture, the 
President of the Board of Trade, and the 
Brigade Commander of the Fourth Brig­ 
ade, N. G. C., according to which oppor­ 
tunity will be afforded the people of the 
city to pay their respects to Senator Stan­ 
ford and wife at their residence prior to 
being escorted to the Pavilion, to view the 
exhibits made of State production. 
In a 
sense, therefore, these public benefactors, 
whose names, and whose deeds of benefi­ 
cence are so intimately related to Sacra­ 
mento, become her guests for the better 
part of one day. 
We are quite certain 
that the simplest sincere greeting, for 
which no special preparation was possible, 
will more gratify the guests than formal, 
ceremonious and long premeditated ar­ 
rangements. 


I s every section of the State the subject 
of the restoration of Sutter’s Fort is 
receiving attention, aud the universal 
judgment is that it is shameful that the 
old relic should be permitted to disappear.

be gathered all possible relics of the pi­ 
oneer era, which should be free to the 
ins]iection of the jieople at all timer.

Last evening the firm put on exhibition a 
newly invented combination easy chair 
and table. As an article of furniture for 
convenience it will prove very useful. 
The Harvest Queen Combined Harvester 
on exhibition at the Pavilion is attracting 
a great deal of attention as well as draw­ 
ing crowds nightly to exam ine into its 
merits. The Matteson & W illiamson Man­ 
ufacturing Company, of Stockton, are the 
builders. 
It may not be know n to the 
public that this firm are the pioneer build­ 
ers of combined harvesters on the coast. 
The first machines, ten in num ber, were 
built by them twenty-one years ago, and 
nineteen years ago they put the first com­ 
bined harvester on exhibition at the State 
Fair ever shown in California. 
D. C. M at­ 
teson, a m em ber of the firm, who is in 
charge of the harvester on exhibition, takes 
great pride in showing the public what 
brain, skill and enterprise has accomplished 
for the Pacific Coast farmer. Particular at­ 
tention is called to the fact that this is the 
only harvester th at turns a perfectly square 
corner. 
Miss L. Schnbert’s (1014 Eighth street) 
display of art needle-work in thesoathw esl 
end of the fancy-work galiery is attracting 
a great deal of merited attention. 
The 
display consists of entirely new styles of 
embroidery or art needle-work. A wall 
panel embroidered in Kensington stitch is 
one of the handsom est pieces of work on 
exhibition. It is so finely executed that at 
first sight it has the appearance of an oil 
painting. But a closer exam ination shows 
that it is a piece of skilled needle-work. 
Several examples of rope silk embroidery 
are shown. A tea gown in one of Miss 
Schubert’s cases shows this class of work to 
a splendid advantage. 
Gregory's photographic art departm ent, 
in the east gallery, is one of the attractions 
of the Pavilion. The novelty of having a 
photograph taken by electric light crowds 
bis place with m any visitors. The little

each evening. 
There is a novel free entertainm ent every 
night in Gregory’s photographic parlors 
in the terrace at the east end of the galler­ 
ies, in the Pavilion.

Colus.'i C o u n ty ’s E x h ib it. 
Oar reports of the exhibits made by 
Amador and Nevada connties give a fair 
idea of the varied and valuable resources of 
the foothill section of California. The val­ 
ley counties are strongly represented by 
Colusa, Sacramento, 
San 
Joaquin and 
Fresno. The Colusa exhibit is especially 
attractive. 
It occupies the southeast con­ 
servatory C'f the Pavilion, and is arranged 
in such a m anner as to set off ita various 
features to good advantage. The visitor to 
this departm ent cannot fajl to be impressed 
with the wonderfal fruitfulness of Colusa's 
broad acres and the enterprise and thrift of 
her people. H ere are seen grand speci­ 
men* of nearly all the produc’s of the tem ­ 
pérale and semi-tropical 
rones. 
Corn 
stalks fifteen fret in bight grace the wails ; 
tquashes weighing up in io tb e hundreds of 
pounds; stveet potatoes of mam tu >th di­ 
mensions ; wheat of many varieties, both in 
sack and sh eaf; melons that would make 
the m outh of a .South Carolina colored citi­ 
zen water. Then come samples of oatR, 
barley, broom corn, aifslfa, bops, rye. m il­ 
let nine feet in higbt. hem p e’alks towering 
ten feet fo n t the flier, tables loaded with 
samples of the choicest of fruits—plums, 


grapes (of all varieties), peaches, pears, j 
apples, etc. 
In the center rises a pyram id of shelves 
bearing jars of beautiful and luscious pre­ 
served fruits of various kinds. Borne of 
the pears and apples there shown are of 
wonderfal growth, and would astonish an 
Eastern fruit-grower. These shelves also 
bear a large and attractive collection of 
dried frnits of various kinds—raisins, nec­ 
tarines, peaches, apple3, etc. The Colusa 
raisins are as fine as any on exhibition, 
showing that Colusa possesses possibilities 
in that line that may bring her into the 
front rank of raisin-producing counties. 
There are also shown samples of white 
and red wines, honey, flour, canned goods, 
walnuts, almonds, peanuts, jellies, pickles, 
silk cocoons, etc. 
Visitors have been particularly interested 
in the thrifty-looking cotton plants shown, 
bearing large and completely filled bolls. 
Persons fam iliar with cotton-growing state 
that it would be difficult to find finer look­ 
ing cotton on any of the plantations of the 
Southern States. 
Colusa is also rich in the variety and 
quality of her native and cultivated woods. 
There is shown in the exhibit a large block 
of black walnut, also specimens ot yellow 
and sugar pine, fir, mahogany, ash, black 
oak, white oak, live oak, dogwood, spruce 
pine, dagger pine, eider, choke-cherry, 
chemise, alder, w hite willow, pepper-wood, 
maple, and m any other varieties. 
The mineral resources of the county are 
represented by gold and silver-bearidg ores, 
cinnabar, sand-stone, flint, etc. 
A nother departm ent of the exhibit is de­ 
voted to samples of the various m ineral 
and medicinal waters found within the 
limits of this county of varied resources. 
In the foothill portion of the county these 
springs abound in great num bers. The 
W ilbur H ot Sulphur Springs have been 
known for upwards of thirty years, and 
Cook’s and Fouts’ Springs are also widely 
known as health resorta. Samples of the 
waters from these various springs are on 
exhibition, and give positive proof of their 
qualities to all who are fam iliar with m in­ 
eral waters. 
The day will come when 
these springs will have a national reputa­ 
tion, and Colusa will become one of the 
most noted health resorts on the Pacific 
coast. 
In the southwest portions of the county 
there are m any surface indications of oil, 
and some years ago, during an oil excite­ 
m ent, some borings were made. 
Nothing 
came of it. In several places there is 
natural gas escaping from the ground. It 
is still escaping from one well bored over 
twenty years ago, and campers often cook 
their meals at it. There is another place 
near Sulphur Springs where it has been es­ 
caping from the ground in large quanti­ 
ties since the settlem ent of the country. 
This is a resource that awaits development. 
Colusa is the greatest wheat-producing 
county of the State, if not of the world. 
H er wheat yield this vear is estimated at 
no less than 10000,000 bushels. 
Hereto­ 
fore the county has been known as one of 
great land-holdings, or wheat ranches, but 
of late years there has been a tendency to 
divide up these great ranches into smaller 
farms and orchards, and a few years hence 
will show still greater changes in this re­ 
spect. The result is already seen in the 
wide variety of exhibits made by that 
county at the present fair. 
Although the soil of Colusa is generally 
fertile, still her people have awakened to 
the fact that greater results can be obtained 
under a good system of irrigation, and 
there are several enterprises of this char­ 
acter now on foot. There are broad plains 
in. Colusa that can be transformed into a 
paradise when water is turned upon them, 
and that 
condition 
of things will be 
reached in the near future. 
The last Legislature framed a law au­ 
thorizing the formation of irrigation dis­ 
tricts by which the people could tax the 
land and the improvements, and build 
their own irrigation canals and ditches, 
and own the water. 
Some 5U0.000 acres of 
land in Colusa county will, in a short 
time, be brought under irrigation, under 
the provisions of this law. The water for 
this will be taken from the Sacramento 
river and from Stony creek. Central Irri­ 
gation District, containing some 150,000 
acres of land in the m iddle of Colusa 
county, has been organized, and has issued 
its bonds for $750,000, and work has been 
commenced. 
This will be pushed to a 
finish in the next twelve or eighteen 
m onths. 
A district has been formed on 
either side of Stony creek, embracing some 
40,000 acres of land, and preparations are 
being made to begin active operations. 
A nother district, containing some 120,000 
acres, has just been organized. 
W hen this 
system has been fully inaugurated, eighty 
acres will be a large farm. 
A million and 
a half of money will be expended in the 
next eighteen m onths for irrigation works 
in Colusa county, and the great wheat 
fields will give place to orchards, vine­ 
yards and meadows. 
Colusa has some of the beat schools in 
the State, and in all things that go to make 
up the conditions conducive to prosperous 
and 
happy 
homes, she is peculiarly 
favored. 
Visitors to the fair should not fail to call 
and exam ine the grand exhibit made by 
this county in the Pavilion.

It is well-known that any of them can pace 
better than 2:15, and it is certain to be a 
battle of the giants, as they are owned by 
three of the largest breeding farms, the 
owners of which would prefer the honor of 
winning rather than the money at stake. 
The lace at Oakland recently between 
these three anim als was not satisfactory to 
the owners of the beaten ones, and since 
their arrival here the latter have “rounded 
to,” and their owners believe that either is 
able to down their successful competitor.

THEY DECIDE TO APPEAL THE POLICE 
SALARY CASE. 


M ayor G regory V o tes A g a in st I t —P r o ­ 


p osed C h arter E le c tio n —A V ery 


O ffensive Sew er. 


GOVERNOR STANFORD. 


The Board of City Trastees m et yester­ 
day m orning in regular session. On ac­ 
count of there being no m eeting last week 
there was considerable business to be done. 
Two reports were handed in by the Chief 
Engineer of the W ater Works. D uriuethe 
week ending on the Sth 45,858,000 gallons 
of water were pumped, and in the following 
week 42,834,250 gallons. 
A petition asking that K street, between 
Twenty-eighth 
and 
Twenty-ninth, 
be 
graded, was received. A m ajority of prop­ 
erty owners on either side of the street 
signed the petition, which was referred to 
Trustee McLaughlin. 
A num ber of citizens residing in the vi­ 
cinity of Seventeenth and R streets ap­ 
peared before the Board and complained of 
the foul and offensive oondition of the Sev­ 
enteenth-street sewer, which is uncovered 
after it leaves R street. M att F . Johnson, 
a resident of the vicinity, addressed the 
Board, and informed them that at times 
the stench from the canal was unbearable. 
A num ber of residents were already ill 
w ith m alaria, and their doctors had told 
them that all the sickness was caused by 
the condition of tbe canal. T hat part of 
the city had, up to a couple of years ago, 
been regarded as a most healthful location, 
but now bouses in that locality could be 
rented with difficulty. 
Felix Tracy and others spoke in the same 
strain, and urged the Board to do som e­ 
thing im m ediately to remedy the evil. 
The Mayor said that specifications and 
plans had already been drawn up by the 
City Engineer for the covering of the sewer, 
and the m atter would receive attention im ­ 
mediately. 
Property owners in the block bonnded by 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth, O and P 
streets, presented a petition to the Board 
rem onstrating against the filling of the 
alley in said block, as the lots wonld be in ­ 
jured on account of water being backed up 
on tbem . The petition was referred to tbe 
Street Commissioner. 
Property owners in the blocks bounded 
by Eleventh and Thirteenth, R and W 
streets, also petitioned the Board to have 
tbe streets adjoining the excavated blocks 
filled to the proper width and protected by 
fences for the safety of the traveling pub­ 
lic. This m atter sras also given to Trustee 
M cLaughlin for his attention. 
A petition asking that 8 street, from 
Front to Second, be graded, was also re­ 
ceived, and the same action was taken. 
H obart F. Pierson, the new City E n­ 
gineer, filed his official bond in the sum of 
$2,000, with H. F. Pierson and John M. 
Avery as sureties. 
A petition signed by one thousand tax­ 
payers and voters was presented to tbe 
Board, protesting against tbe subm itting of 
the high license question to a vote of the 
people. Some tim e ago a petition with two 
hundred signatures was brought before the 
Board urgently asking it to bring the 
license question before the people. The 
signers argued that the imposition of a 
higher license would have the effect of 
closing the dives, and thus accomplish 
w hat the police could not. 
Trustee M cLanghlin moved to lay the 
m atter over until the adoption of a new 
charter, claiming that at present, even if 
high license was voted, it could not be en­ 
forced. 
The Mayor thought the question ought 
to be brought before the people, but T rus­ 
tee W olf wanted tim e to look over the op­ 
posing petition, and at his request the 
m atter was laid over for one week. 
Upon motion of Trustee M cLaughlin, it 
was ordered that some tim e in December 
next an election be held for fifteen free­ 
holders, to start the ball rolling in the 
m aking of a new charter. 
McLaughlin at first suggested that the 
question be subm itted at the school elec­ 
tion in December, bnt the Mayor thought 
that such an im portant m atter ought to be 
submitted alone, and the other members of 
the Board agreeing, it was so ordered. 
S. C. Denson addressed the Board, urging 
it to pay the salaries of the policemen and 
to dismiss the appeal to the Supreme 
Court, 
H e was simply talking as a private 
citizen, and as a lawyer he said he hon­ 
estly believed that the higher Court would 
sustain Judge Arm strong’s decision. 
He 
believed that the present num ber of police­ 
men was necessary to guard the criminal 
elem ent in this city. 
District Attorney Bruner, in an elo­ 
quent and convincing address, put the 
m atter before the Board in a clear light. 
The Legislature 
sim ply 
amended 
the 
charter byjstriking out tire word ' ‘fifteen” 
and inserting “ thirty” as regards the num ­ 
ber of policemen which the Police Com­ 
missioners wouid be empowered to employ 
if they so chose. Judge Armstrong decided 
that the Act was constitutional, and now it 
was proposed to appeal the case. It was 
not certain as to w hat way the Supreme 
Court wonld decide, but the speaker said 
he firmly believed that if the higher 
Court decided that the Act was unconstitu­ 
tional there wonld be no police force in this 
city at all. 
They would sim ply say that 
the insertion of the word “ th irty ” was not 
constitutional, and striking this out would 
result in disbanding the whole force. 
Mr. Bruner’s rem arks were quite ex­ 
tended, aud he assnred the Board that if 
they did appeal the case they wonld not 
obtain a decision until the first of next 
May, unless extraordinary measures were 
taken to press the m atter through. 
Elijah Comstock, one of the Grand Ju ry ­ 
men, was present and took a lively part in 
the discussion. 
H e wanted to pay the 
men for tbe work they had done, but he 
did not want them any longer. 
H e kept 
upacontinnal talk, and attacked the bigpe- 
tition which the Trustees had received in 
favor of payiDg and m aintaining the pres­ 
ent force. 
E. C H art also argued the m atter before 
the Board, and after m ore discussion, in 
which several of the policemen took part, 
the question was taken up for action. 
Trustee McLanghlin moved that the ac­ 
tion of counsel for the Board in appealing 
the case be sustained. 
W olf seoonded the motion, and a roll 
call being demanded, resulted as follow s: 
Ayes—McLaughlin 
and 
W olf. 
Noes— 
Gregory. 
R. M. Clarken again appeared 'dofore the 
Board in behalf of Jesse Slaughter, the 
City Scavenger, and complained that per­ 
m its were being issued by veterinary sur­ 
geons 
authorizing 
persons 
other than 
Slaughter to haul dead anim als from the 
city. 
The Board promised to remedy tbe 
matter. 
Recess tilt 2 r. ft. 
A t the afternoon session the Board au­ 
thorized Cemetery Superintendent Parker 
to take such action in regard to the settle­ 
m ent of vault dues as he m ight deem 
proper. 
W. F. Cuffer, City Veterinary Surgeon, 
appeared and explained that he had allowed 
A. Grubbs to remove carcasses of dead an­ 
imals, although Jesse Slaughter was City 
Scavenger, because be had a truck that was 
used for no other purpose, and it was de­ 
sirable to prevent the spread of glanders 
and other diseases. The Board finally de­ 
cided m at Slaughter should do such serv­ 
ice, provided he complied with the ordin­ 
ance. 
The Board declined to allow Jam es 
Tuobey $200 for extra work done in paving 
tbe alley between Sixth and Seventh, J and 
K streets, on the ground that he was re­ 
sponsible for tbe defect} in the work as 
originally done. 
Street Commissioner M cLaughlin was 
authorized to see that certain street-sprink­ 
ling contractors confine their hours of 
sprinkling 
to 
those designated by the 
Board. 
W ater works Commissioner W olf 
re­ 
ported that his fund was $1.430 behind, 
and the Board ordered that am ount trans­ 
ferred from the general fund. 
After some further m inor business and 
the allowing of claims, the Board ad­ 
journed. 


A baaing » P riv ileg e. 
A man named Sherm an created a dis­ 
turbance in the Metropolitan Theater last 
evening, and business m anager Kilday of 
the Grismer company ejected him rather 
forcibly. Sherm an then went down to the 
police station and swore out a warrant for 
K ilday’s arrest.

DESTRUCTION OF THE CASCADE BRIDGE. 


T ra in s D ela y ed in C on seq u en ce an d A ll 
F r e ig h t is C an celled . 
Particulars of the burning of the Cascade 
bridge on the line of the Central Pacific, 
six miles west of tbe Sum m it, indicates 
th at the damage done by the big forest fire 
is far greater than was announced in the 
dispatches. 
The fire started over a m onth ago in 
a canyon near Cisco, where a camping 
party was located. Their camp fire “got 
away” from them , and, spreading rapidly 
through 
the 
tim ber, 
soon 
covered a 
large tract of country. 
It swept over half 
a mile of snowsheds on or about the 9th of 
last m onth, totally destroying them . Ever 
since the fire has raged in the neighborhood 
and the railroad company has men and fire 
trains constantly on the watch guarding 
against a repetition of the catastrophe. 
All last week three fire trains were on duty 
but in spite of the utm ost exertions the fire 
entered upon the domain of the railroad 
company. 
On Thursday, shortly before 
noon, the Cascade bridge caught fire and 
was destroyed. From the bridge the sheds 
on each side took fire and in a short space 
of tim e about a m ile of them were burned. 
The Blue Canyon, Sum m it and one Truckee 
Sre train were caught on the other side of 
the break and could do nothing towards 
checking the flames. 
The destruction of this bridge has re­ 
sulted in the alm ost total suspensioa ol 
railroad traffic over this section. As soon 
as the lire in the sheds was extinguished— 
w hich wa3 late Thursday night—a large 
force of track-layers were put to work re­ 
laying the damaged track, and they suc­ 
ceeded in completing this work by Friday 
forenoon. The bridge, however, could not 
be replaced so easily, as it was 400 feet long 
and over 100 feet high. The only way to 
do was to construct a road around the 
break and then transfer passeogers, bag­ 
gage, express and mail. 
There was no road near the track, and 
one had to be constructed. About 250 
Chinam en were put to work on this latter 
job. 
Seven or eight trains have been trans­ 
ferred up to date, but still the trains are 
away behind tim e. All freight trains are 
cancelled, and there will be no freight 
traffic until a new bridge is constructed. 
It was stated at the office of the Southern 
Pacific last evenine that in all probability 
the new bridge will be finished by noon to­ 
day. Five hundred men are at work on it 
and are m aking rapid progress. A delay 
was caused yesterday, however, by an ac­ 
cident in which two of the foremen, 
Messrs. King and Sheriff, were badly in­ 
jured. The gearing of a crane broke let­ 
ting some heavy timbers fail. 
King and 
Sheriff were struck by the limbers and 
knocked off of the bridge. The injured 
men were brought to the railroad hospital 
in this city last night on a special train. 
It 
is not thought that either are fatally in­ 
jured.

BRASS WATCH OPERATORS. 


P A C IF IC G RO VE. 


T h e T ow n is F u ll o f T h em , au d Q u ite a 
N u m b er o f P e o p le B e in g R ob b ed . 
The confidence men, fakirs, and particu­ 
larly the brass watch m anipulators, are 
reaping a rich harvest about town just 
now. The city prison is full of suspects, 
m any of whom are liable to stay in jail for 
some tim e after the fair. 
The brass watch rob is being worked to 
a greater extent this year than ever before, 
and m any a rural visitor will go hom e a 
sadder but wiser m an. A good illustration 
of how this scheme is worked is furnished 
by the experience last 
week of John 
Scroggs, who keeps a saloon at the corner 
of Tenth and K streets. A smooth-tongued 
young man came into his place, and alter 
engaging the proprietor in conversation lor 
a while, he complained of being “ bard 
up,” and said he had a very fine gold 
watch on which he would like to borrow 
some money. 
Scroggs said he didn’t 
w ant the watch, and didn’t care about 
loaning any money. Just then another 
young man, who had been hanging around 
Scroggs’ place for several days, chipped in, 
assured the saloon-keeper that the young 
m an with the watch was honest, etc., as he 
had known him for years. 
Upon this 
Scroggs loaned the sm ooth young man $20, 
and put the watch in a drawer. After a 
while be took the time-piece out to show to 
a friend, and discovered that it was brass, 
and not worth a dollar. 
N aturally Scroggs got very mad. 
H e started out on a still hunt for the 
sm ooth young man, and finally located 
him in a down-town saloon, where he was 
operating a “ wheel-of-fortune.” Scroggs 
dem anded his $20, and gave the brass- 
watcb operator the option of producing it 
or going to jail. It was no use denying 
knowledge of the affair, so the young man 
produced the money, and Scroggs decided 
not to prosecute him in Court. 
Last night the same young m an was ar­ 
rested at the “ wheel” by police officer 
Agner for carrying a concealed weapon. 
At the station he gave his nam e as D. W. 
W yman. 
He did not have any money 
with him for bail but generously offered 
to leave his watch w ith Prison Keeper 
Higgins in lieu of the necessary bail. 
Sir. 
Higgins, however, 
im m ediately 
recog­ 
nized the watch as one out of the same 
box a9 those which Scroggs had been 
duped with, and with effusive apologies 
declined the young m an s offer. 
W yman 
finally managed to secare bail and was re­ 
leased.

C ronin, an d was 
frequently seen in fc:s ecrm pany at the 
S herm an H ouse an d at H a an an &, H oggs’ 
place on R andolph street. 
K irhy is a C anadian, an d os sncfe knew 
I>r. C ronin long before th e latter c am e to 
Chicego. 
It w as i t th is w ay th a t he so 
readily ro t in to com m unication w ith Cro­ 
n in , an d wajs able to associate w ith h iti 
from day to day w ith o u t arousing th e doc­ 
to r’s suspicion. Since K irb y left Chicago 
h e has no t been seen by any one in Europe 
o r A m erica. 
H e knew hia danger an d has

day.
